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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant asserts that Lo does not teach or 
suggest that the devices are organized into groups having similar predicted durations for the subsequent data transmissions and that the 
claim is concerned with the predicted durations of the actual transmissions. The Examiner respectfully disagrees because of the broad 
scope of the claim language and asserts that the "similar predicted durations" are rendered by the predetermined time periods T1 , T2, or T3 
and the "subsequent data transmissions" are rendered by the acknowledgment signals sent by the subscriber units. 

In the invention of Lo (column 7, lines 15-48), a NCC transmits a multicast page to a plurality of subscriber units. Subscriber units that 
respond with an acknowlegdment within a predetermined time period T1 , T2, or T3 are assigned or grouped to a particular channel. The 
time periods render predicted durations because they are durations of time that are predetermined or predicted. The devices that respond 
within time period T1 , T2, or T3 would have similar predicted durations because they responded within the particular duration. The 
subsequent transmissions of the subscriber units are rendered by the sent acknowledgment signals because they are subsequent data 
transmissions in response to the multicast page and are used with the predetermined time period for grouping. Accordingly for these 
reasons the rejection of claim 7 has been maintained. 
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
